CHINA AND FOREIGN CAPITAL,

that is so pressing upon the Government 
and reaponsible people of (‘hina as the 
advisability or not of accepting or Te 
Jecting foreign capital for the opening 
up of railways and bringing to the 
surface, the wealth which the Empire ig 
believed to contain.

construct sailways is a cage in point. ‘It 
would appear that the farther we get 
away from Peking geographically, the 
more determined is the opposition against 
this method of raising nighey to meet pre- 
sent nedds. The wealthy Chineso in the 
Chibkiang “province, on the Yangtze, 
‘are very unwilling that the Government 
shall curry out its programme to con- 
struct the proposed railwaye in that rich 
province, But itiswhen we take the mind 
of the people of the Kwangtung province 
that we see that there is a deep and 
determined opposition against this 
.inethud. Apparently, the people are 
wishful that things shall goon as they 
are, rather thon that foreign money shall 
be availed of in order to’ start new rail. 
‘ways and open inines, —Recently wo 
have seen some’ articles in which tho 
whole question was thrashed out, and 
the writer, cortainly did his best—or

CHAOTIC CHINA. : 

When China emorges from tho darkness, 
purplexity, and ‘peril that now thark her 
fortunos, and faces the now conditloneas a 
nation with a high-destiny anid larga ox- 
pectations, prepared-to tke rank with the 
eading peoples of tha world, the stago at 
which she is now arrived may come to be 
regarded aa critical; the turning point 
when hor fate, that fora while hung in the 
balanca waa soltled and tho tide in her 
‘affairs that Jed on to fortune was taken at 
the flood. To lance beneath the surface 
of things social and political is to wonder 
ht the cohesion and resisting powor of the 
fnbric in which they are held togethor, If 
in tho order of -devolopment-a° new nation 
omerges and by bloodless rovolutions the 
old ordor changes giving place to the now 
coming. events will form one of the moat 
instructive factors in'the world’s history, 
Let: the following from recont issues of 
native papers - illustrate the state of 
provincin! administration in somo of the 
more alvanced sections of the country. 
They are taken almost ut random and their 
value lida in thelr representative typical 
character, Froma village near Shunhing 
on the West River two huts, sons of ono af 
the wealthier Teyidants, Wore secured by 
robbers who held thom for about fivo 
woeks until the ransom, domanded - $7000 
~was duly paid, when this was done, or so 
arranged for that no doubt remained ns to 
the payment, the hoya were arrayed 
in ‘new clothes of the choicest kind 
and at a placo agrood upon were 
handed buck _ to their kinsmon,. In 
another instance a lad’ stolen and held 
for blackmail, wliicl in this instance was 
made oxcessively high, was traced by a 
potice spy to a cava in the heart of Jonely 
mountains in a region infeated by robber 
bands, Tho attack on the cavo succeeded, 
the robbers taken ut a disadvantage fought 
well and tho losses were by no means} 
entirely on their side, They were, how- 
ovor, vanquished, and the boy rescusd, He 
had been well treated during hia cave go- 
journ in the hands of his captors. 

A recent well-informed article rtates 
with—no little porspicnity and cogency, 
the grievancos from which tho people 
aro Suffering owing to the high prices 
of provisions, tho disturbed state of 
the country, and the inability of tho 
‘proper authoritics to meet the forcos 
arrayed against them in the form. of accrot 


insurrection movements, and thu 


nesociation of the Jawless in a strength ta 
render good guverpment impossible.” This 
statem nt, amon its instancés and ilis- 
trations, adduces the price of firewood in 
Canton, an article of nocesaity in every 
funnily, however poor. Firewood is now 
{ brought long distances dowit ‘the West, 
North, and East rivers fiom districts 
whore mountains are still clothed with 
veidure and the countryside no yot denud, 
ed of folinge. The firewood industry which 
includes growing, cutting, shipping, 
transport, and pufting on tho niarket at 
tho provincial city that is the main 
contre of distribution, employs ‘n vast 
number of impoverished folk whero 
livelihood is imperilled whon the dieabilities 
undor which they labour are enhanced. Itis 
now uflirmed as part of an order of things 
which has to be recognised that a regular 
system of blackmail bas beonimposed succass- 
fully by the robber bands through those 
territories wherp "tlie firewoud has to pass 
on ita way to Canton.” Those engaged’ in 
the trade agree to fixed payments at regular 
sensons, the suins varying according to tho 
valuo of tho ‘enterprise during o given 
period, This secures freedom from moles- 
tation for the boats and crows engaged in 
the transport. If such payment is rofus- 
ed the tride of thosa who resist the 
imposition is promptly and effectively 
stepped. Whon ay now, in addition to 
iTickmail, Government dues are collegted 
at the Custome station on each waterway, 
and wood bouts are subjected to voxntious 
attentions ‘and iltegn} squeezes, it is 
astonishing that wood for cooking purposes 
can be found in sufficient quantities to 
mect the demand of the Canton market 
and for distribution throughout the hun- 
dreds of towns and nurkets in the Kwang- 
tung ri¢e-delta. . 
From ono industry the conditions of 
j otherg may bé surmised. The people 
groan under burdens many and grievous 
Ito be borne, and there scems to bo little 
or no ‘hope of redress for their many
